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The Outlook in Panama 


UR new Agent, Mr. Hayter, beginning 
his work in Central America, accom- 
panied Mr. Penzotti, en route to his new field 
in South America, to Panama. It was hard, 
Mr. Hayter writes, for Mr. Penzotti to break 
away from the many friends that he had made 
in Central America. Hehas been a veritable 
leader and helper of all missionary work, and 
will be greatly missed. His successor begins 
his work in the same spirit of earnest conse- 
cration, and gives a vivid picture of Panama 
as he saw it. 


Let me say here how much I realize the 
need of the prayers of all who are in any 
way interested in our work in Central Amer- 
ica. Only the fact that he who has called 
me to it, will surely help me, encourages me 
to attempt it.~ Now let me take you to the 
Isthmus. 

On arrival at Colon I was placed in quar- 
antine five days. This enabled me to study 
not only the character of my companions, but 
the field and especially the Isthmus. It was 
not till I was allowed to go at large, however, 
that I could realize the need and possibilities 
before me. Here there are from all nations, 
and it is hard to say which predominates. 
Among others, I was privileged to shake the 
_ hand of a nephew of the great Garibaldi, and 
through the kindness of the Rev. Moss Lov- 
eridge (who so kindly invited me to his home 
all the time I was there), I went in an auto- 
mobile right through the great Culebra Cut. 
It is one of the finest sights to be seen and 
one every American ought to see. It is won- 
derful to see the hundreds of different machines 
and devices working to dig the “Great Ditch.”’ 
In our opinion, in six years’ time ships will be 
sailing through. 

But we were more interested in how to get 
the Book to these people, and we assure you 
it is no mean problem. There are at least 
four societies at this work, and something 
ought to be done to see if some common plan 
cannot be arranged, in order to avoid not only 
collisions and overlapping, but so many dif- 
ferent Bibles. ick RR aE An 


3esides ourselves, are working the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, the American Bap- 
tist Publication Society, and, I believe, the 
American Tract Society. All have agents 
and colporteurs, and the British and Foreign 
Bible Society is about to place a sub-agent, 
especially for that part of Central America. 
At present our work is under a committee of 
three missionaries, consisting of the follow- 
ing: the Rey. J. C. Elkins, Episcopal Metho- 
dist, his helper, Mr. Ports, and also the Rev. 
Mr. King, Wesleyan Methodist. I met these 
(excepting the latter, who was in Jamaica) 
with Brother Penzotti on February 10th, and 
had full consultation on the different mat- 
ters arising from our visit. It was resolved 
that 

First: All books belonging to our Society 
be turned into a central depot at Panama, and 
under the direct supervision of the committee, 
who shall be responsible to the Agent. 

Second: It was thought advisable to add to 
the present committee the names of the Rev. 
E. G. Cook, Wesleyan, and the Rev. Mr. Wise, 
of the Southern Baptist Convention. I was 
enabled also to enlist the practical sympathy 
of the Rev. Moss Loveridge, Baptist. Whilst 
at his place I got in touch with the white 
American congregation at Culebra, and made 
them a small grant of books for their Sunday 
school. In return, on my next visit, I hope 
to hold a meeting in the interest of the Soci- 
ety, at which a collection will be made toward 
our work. I also visited the Penitentiary, 
where there are some sixty to a hundred crim- 
inals, and at the request of the chaplain, ar- 
ranged for one dozen English Bibles, six 
Spanish, and three French, to be sent to these 
unfortunate fellows. 

Third: It was decided to thank the Rail- 
way General Manager for so kindly facilitat- 
ing our colporteur, Farrier, with a free pass; 
and to ask him to be kind enough to give us 
two second-class passé€s, instead of one first; 
so that our colporteur, Rassini, might have 
the same facilities as Farrier. Our brethren 
the committee will see after this. I have 
great hopes of this latter colporteur, and he 
speaks more or less three languages, and all 
needed on the Isthmus. 
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Progress in the Northwestern Agency 


UR readers will be interested in two 
sets of resolutions recently adopted, one 
by the Cleveland, O., Ministers’ Association, 
and the other by the Indianapolis, Ind., 
Ministers’ Association. Such actions show 
very clearly that our newly established agen- 
cies are well adapted to meet the needs of the 
day. The presence of large bodies of foreign- 
speaking people all over this country creates 
for the churches new and difficult problems, 
and they look, as they have a right to look, 
to the American Bible Society to do pioneer 
work in evangelizing the “stranger within 
our gates.”’ 
The resolutions are as follows: 


CLEVELAND MINISTERS’ ASSOCIATION 


“On a conservative estimate, there are in 
our city 200,000 foreign-speaking people, the 
majority of whom cannot be effectively reached 
through services in English. The Christian 
work already undertaken by our several de- 
nominations, principally among Bohemians, 
Hungarians, and Italians, is wholly inadequate 
to the needs of the field. It is highly impor- 
tant that the foreigners in our midst be taught 
in the things of God as revealed in the Bible, 
and that they be instructed in the principles 
of Christian citizenship, lest they become a 
menace to the best interests of our city. 

““The American Bible Society is endeavor- 
ing to meet the problem of foreign immigra- 
tion in the different parts of our country 
through Bible colporteurs. These men go 
from house to house in the foreign settle- 
ments, selling the Bible and doing personal 
evangelistic work among the people in their 
own languages. This preliminary work paves 
the way for churches to reach the foreign- 
speaking people and to win them to a.true 
knowledge of God and of salvation through 
Jesus Christ. In order to better direct this 
work, the Society has divided the country 
into agencies. The Northwestern Agency, 
with headquarters in Chicago, includes ten 
states, of which Ohio is one. 

“Tn view of the needs of our own city, be it 
resolved by the Pastors’ Union of the city of 
Cleveland, that we appoint a special commit- 
tee on religious work among the foreign- 
speaking people, to confer with the represen- 
tative of the Northwestern Agency as to the 
best ways to develop this work and to co- 
operate in the work; that we invite the North- 
western Agency to continue the work it has 
done in our midst through Bible colporteurs; 
and that we most heartily indorse the work of 


the American Bible Society and commend it 
to our churches and to individuals as worthy 
of their enlarged support.”’ 

[Mr. Horton has been given nine states as 
his territory, and is asked besides to try to 
meet, temporarily, the needs of certain points.

“Whereas, The Bible Society promises to 
send workers for other nationalities in the 
next few days; and 

“ Whereas, Their work is entirely undenomi- 
national but pre-eminently Christian, prepar- 
ing the way for the organization of mission 
churches among these people by any denomi- 
nation prepared to take the work; therefore, 

“Resolved, That we, the Indianapolis Minis- 
ters’ Association, give our hearty indorse- 
ment to this movement and pledge ourselves 
to urge our people to a more liberal support 
of the work of the American Bible Society, 
se whom these workers are maintained; fur- 
ther, 

‘Resolved, That since the Rev. W.S. Elliott, 
recently returned from China, is in the employ 
of the American Bible Society and is to be 
used by the Northwestern Agency as one 
of its representatives in Bible work among 
foreign-speaking people, we respectfully sug- 
gest the propriety of allowing the Rev. W.S. 
Elliott to make Indianapolis his headquarters, 
that he may continue to give personal atten- 
tion to the inauguration of this important 
work among a class of people who have been 
too long neglected by the churches. _

This question admits at present of no fixed 
and unalterable answer, as the conditions un- 
der which the societies are working is some- 
what different in different localities. Our

Agency Secretaries will, of course, do nothing 
in any way to interfere with the operation of 
our auxiliaries, but, on the contrary, will serve 
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them by friendly co-operation so far as this 
is needed. But it will naturally be found by 
these societies that in some places they can 
both aid and be aided by the Agency Secre- 
taries better if they change some of their 
customs and methods of work. 

As an illustration of this, we may cite the 
recent action of the Will County Bible So- 
ciety, having its headquarters at Joliet, Ill. 
This society was organized as an auxiliary 
in May, 1241, and its records show that it has 
maintained its work since that time, Dr. 
Alfred Nash having been its energetic presi- 
dent for the past twenty-seven years, and 
still continuing so at the age of eighty. 

At an adjourned meeting held February 
18th, after the transaction of its ordinary 
business, a committee appointed at a previ- 
ous meeting of the society reported recom- 
mending the discontinuance of the society 
and the institution in its place of a county 
committee to co-operate with the American 
Bible Society, through its Northwestern 
Agency. This committee is to consist of not 
more than ten members, of whom five are to 
be residents of Joliet—its members to be 
elected annually by the representatives of 
the contributing churches—the township or- 
ganizations to be continued in co-operation 
with the county committee, and all funds 
collected to be sent by the treasurer of the 
committee quarterly to the American Bible 
Society. a 

Mr. Horton was present at this meeting by 
the invitation of the Will County Bible So- 
ciety, but, as will be seen, the action taken 
was the action of the society itself. It is 
quite possible that it may be a typical in- 
stance of what will happen in many other 
similar cases. If so, it must, of course, come 
about only with the consent of the friends 
and managers of the auxiliary societies. 


Two Japanese Elders and How They Were Converted 


AQ R. LOOMIS sends two-additional in- 
stances of the transforming power of 
the Bible: 
Mr. K. Aki 


Mr. K. Aki is the editor of the Kochi Dazly 
News, President of the Prefectural Assembly, 
and an active elder in the Presbyterian church 

-at Kochi. 

Some years ago he went to Tokyo with Mr. 
Kataoka and others, for the purpose of pre- 
senting a memorial to the government in re- 
gard to the opening of a Diet and the freedom 

of speech andthe press. On account of some 


unusual and arbitrary enactment of the local 
authorities, they were together thrown into 
prison and treated with extreme severity. 

Up to this time he had not given earnest 
attention to the subject of Christianity, but 
the visits of missionaries to the prison, bring- 
ing Bibles to the men in their misery and 
loneliness, made him think favorably of it, 
and he began to read a copy he had thus 
received. 

At first he could not understand it at all. 
Two others who were with him had the same 
trouble, and they concluded to read it in turn. 
As they proceeded in their reading their inter- 
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est deepened, and its meaning began gradu- 
ally to be apparent. 

Speaking of his experience at this time he 
says: | While thus reading the Bible I felt its 
power in my heart. Shut up as I was, and at 
the mercy of heartless officials, I felt that I 
was in the extremity of wretchedness; and the 
Bible revealed to me a new world in which 
there was light and comfort.” 

Throughthe goodness of God the treatment 
was changed, and they were allowed to speak 
to those who were near them. It so happened 
that Mr. Sakamoto was in the next room. He 
had a Bible and commentary; and from him 
they were able to get the assistance which 
they desired. 

As he kept on in the study of the Bible, he 
gradually came to a belief in the existence of 
God and faith in Christ. Andso he found joy 
and comfort in the midst of his miserable sur- 
roundings. 

But when set free he yielded to temptation 
and for a while gave himself up to worldly 
pleasure. The Christians in the meantime 
continued in earnest prayer in his behalf. 
These prayers were not in vain; and he de- 
cided to return once more to God and ask for 
pardon and strength to do his will. 

From that time on his course has been 
steadfast and helpful to many others. When 
asked what was his motto, or the verse of the 
Bible which influenced him most, he replied, 
“Cook first the Kingdom of God and his 
righteousness.’ And this one abiding  prin- 
ciple has made him a blessing to society, a 
living epistle, known and read of all men.”’ 


Mr. Shigeru Hayashi 
One of the elders and most active members 
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of the Kaigan church in Yokohama is an artist 
named Shigeru Hayashi. In his early life he 
was possessed with the idea that he would like 
to become a sprite and go wandering about 
the world as he liked. Fortthis purpose he 
went to one of the temples at various hours 
of the night and day and prayed to be trans- 
formed into an elf. He was miserably disap- 
pointed, and as he grew older, chose the wild 
and reckless kind of life of many young Jap- 
anese of that period. In fact, he went to such. 
extremities that he used to boast of his drunken 
habits. 

While at the school of fine arts in Tokyo 
he met some Christians, who conducted them- 
selves so irreproachably and discreetly that 
he felt condemned. He set to work to induce 
them to give up their course and join him in 
his evil ways. At the same time the Chris- 
tians sought to persuade him to change his 
life and live for something better than mere 
sensual pleasures. 

Not being willing to acknowledge his errors, 
he determined to study Christianity, that he 
might be able to meet and oppose the argu- 
ments of his friends. So he began reading the 
Gospel of Mark, simply to discover the defects 
of the Christian system, by which his life was 
condemned and his conscience made uneasy. 

As he went on reading he was filled with in- 
creasing wonder and admiration. At length 
the scales fell from his eyes, and he was led 
to exclaim at the marvelous revelation of 
Jesus Christ, ‘My Lord and my God.’’ Christ 
filled him with joy unspeakable, and his grati- 
tude was unbounded. 

From that time he has faithfully witnessed 
for Christ. To serve his Master has been his 
one aim and greatest joy.

A Glimpse of East and West Africa 


RECENT letter from Libreville, West 

Africa, from one of the Presbyterian 
missionaries, asks for some more copies of 
the volume of the Mpongwe Scriptures con- 
taining Ecclesiastes, Song of Solomon, and 
the Minor Prophets. They will be furnished 
through them to the French missionaries 
working on the Ogowe River. One could 
not, of course, expect these books of the 
Bible to be as useful in the initial stages of 
church building as the Gospels; yet it is a 
fact worthy of note that oftentimes in places 
where we would not anticipate any interest 
on the part of new converts, there is a natural 
liking for the Old Testament, or certain por- 
tions of it, not always appreciated in the 
home churches. 


The African missionaries are still laboring 
at the remaining books of the Old Testament. 
Mr. Ford, our correspondent, writes intimat- 
ing that sometimes such books as the Minor 
Prophets are more intelligible to the natives 
than to their teachers, and this bears out 
what occasionally comes to us from other 
parts of the world. 

He adds: “‘I have started Iguwe, the man 
who helped Dr. Bushnell in the translation of 
the Minor Prophets and other work, on the 
translation of Leviticus, using the Revised 
Version and the Galwa translation. He is 
better qualified for this work than any other 
native is or will be for a long time, perhaps 
ever, since no more English scholars are be- 
ing taught. And he is getting on in years,

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with a cataract growing on one eye, so that it 
seems that there is no time to be lost in get- 
ting all we can from him. He is supplying 
the pulpit of the Gaboon church and will be 
able to do this without interfering with his 
other duties.

At the same time that we have such tidings 
from West Africa, a letter comes from South- 
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east Africa from the Rev. Erwin H. Rich- 
ards, of Inhambane, who, as our readers 
know, is laboring in the Sheetswa translation. 
He tells us of twelve children, some of whom 
walked a distance of eighty miles and several 
forty miles—all of them more than twenty 
miles—and then carried sand on 
their heads in order to pay by 
their labor for their Testaments, 
that their names might be first 
on the waiting list for a Tes- 
tament when they came. At 
that time the missionary could 
not promise them a book for a 
year. 

The picture which we repro- 
duce is from the Inhambane Chris- 
tian Advocate. ‘These unclothed 
people are the ‘“‘raw material’’ 
which this mission must begin 
with. The Advocate itself is a 
striking proof of what Dr. Rich- 
ards and his colleagues have done 
with it. It is a very creditable 
publication and marvelous, con- 
sidering for how short a time the 
mission has been established. It 
is interesting to see in the dark continent 
itself, from which our own Afro-American pop- 
ulation came originally, the signs of divine 
working east and west, north and south, and 
it is good to have a share in helping to 
supply these hungry souls with the Divine 
Word. 


Reaching the Last Home 


HE Rev. Mr. McLaughlin, our Agent in 
the Philippines, tells again a story that 
for many years has come to us from many 
countries. It varies in detail, but not in sub- 
stance. This time it has the local color of 
the Philippines, but its sad burden is the same 
in all Latin countries. Our Bible colporteurs 
must count on bitter opposition oftentimes 
from Roman Catholic priests. 
This is our great problem. How are we to 
succeed in placing the Word in the last home? 
Our standard is a Bible or a portion in every 


home in the Philippines. 
Through the missionaries and ‘thet loyal 


_ bands of workers we are reaching large num- 


bers, and most encouraging work is being 


done. Then in regions beyond the organized 
work of the missions we send our colporteurs. 


- Strange and rare experiences are theirs as 
they toil up and down the length of the archi- 


pelago, fording or swimming rivers, travers- 


‘ing distances great and small, to carry the 


printed Word. Again, there are the fanatical 
centers where everything “Protestant” is 
feared as bearing the very earmarks of the 
evil one. The missionary finds no welcome 
there, the colporteur is all but hustled out of 
the place. NS are we to meet this con- 
dition ? 

Such a place is Calumpit, quite a large cen- 
ter in Bulacan province. For other reasons 
it has not a very savory reputation, but as a 
bulwark against all evangelical labors it has 
stood firm. We-have had three colporteurs 
make a thorough canvass of the place, and it 
seemed that they had placed every book pos- 
sible. They had been rebuffed and expelled 
from many homes, and reported the work 
done. 

Taking a couple of assistants, we descended 
upon the place with a large tent, a good stere- 
opticon, with cinematograph attachment, and 
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a goodly supply of slides and films on the Life 
of Christ and other Bible characters. Our 
Filipino boy had met the parish priest, who

volunteered the use of his church yard for the 
““cinematograph’”’ which he understood we 
represented. I immediately called upon him 
to see if he really meant it. No sooner had I 
entered the door than he exclaimed: 

“You are that American Bible Society man. 
I can have nothing to do with you. You are 
all bad, and your Society is all bad. Get out 
of my house.”’ 

Before we left he further told us to get out 
of town, as they wanted none of us or our 
books, and said that he 
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bass-drum and practiced upon it some of the 
tunes of our early years, all of which delighted 


the large crowd which gathered. After show- 
ing a few pictures in the open air, 
we opened the tent and made the 
price of admission the purchase of 
a ten-cent copy of the Gospels, or 
an entire New Testament or Old 
Testament for regular prices, with 
two or three tickets of admission, 
according to prices paid. Almost 
five hundred persons, big and lit- 
tle, crowded inside. There we de- 
lighted them with the pictures for 
an hour and a half, as we lovingly 
and earnestly outlined to them the 
value of the books they had just 
secured and the doctrines it con- 
tained. Not one of the books was 
left behind, and as we stretched 
ourselves on improvised cots there 
in the tent a few minutes after 
midnight, we felt that it had been 
a night well spent. 

At four o’clock the dozen or 
more bells in the grim church 
tower under the shadow of which 
we were sleeping began an inhar- 
monious clatter, as only Philippine bells can. 
In an incredibly short space of time the large 
church edifice was filled to overflowing. As 
sleep was outof the question, we attended the 
service also. In the glare of innumerable 
lights, glittering tinsel, playing band and 
trained singers, the service of the mass com- 
menced. But the padre was too full of his 
subject to hold very long. So before he had 
well begun he suddenly turned to the audience 
and for ten minutes delivered himself of the

Scriptures from the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, as a free grant in aid of the work, in 
a district two thousand miles from the Chi- 
nese seaport where the books are landed. 
The British Bible Society in turn obtained 
the books from the American Bible Society, 
paying the cost of their manufacture. The 
American Bible Society printed the Arabic 
Scriptures at the Presbyterian Mission Press 
in Beirut, Syria,’ paying the Press for the 
work from funds contributed by American 
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churches and individuals, and assigned by the 
Board of Managers to the Levant Agency. 
Most of these contributors never heard that 
there are from twenty to thirty millions of 
Mohammedans in China, yet their gifts to the 
American Bible Society have had a part in 
putting the Gospel into the hands of leaders 
of the Chinese Mohammedans in the language 
which they deem holy to God. 

Such an incident gives added urgency to 
our plea for special subscriptions toward the 
heavy cost of making electrotype plates for 
the large Arabic Reference Bible. If those 
plates can once be made they will accomplish 
a great work for many years to.come, in fur- 
nishing this splendid edition in quantities suf- 
ficient to supply all demands from missionaries 
of all denominations and nationalities in any 
part of the widening field of the Arabic ver- 
sion. 


A Phase of Bible Work in California 


N interesting and inspiring feature of 

the work of the American Bible So- 

ciety is its serving as a channel for acts 

which the Author of the Parable of the Good 
Samaritan would class as neighborly. 

In California there is an association for 
helping to civilize the Indians known as the 
Northern California Indian Association. A 
lady connected with the association sent to us 
this falla small sum of money for Testaments 
for use among the Indians, and the Bible 
Society made a small grant of Bibles for the 
same purpose. Contributors to the work of 
the Society will be interested in seeing just 
how Scriptures which they pay for are helping 
and encouraging Indians whom, in the past, 
white men have not helped, but injured. 
The lady to whom the Scriptures were sent 
wrote us: 

“The Testaments came last week, just in 
time for the Christmas barrels. In several 
neighborhoods they will be very useful, given 
as Christmas presents to children who have 
learned to read. I am very grateful for the 
Bibles and I can already see use for all of 
them: the largest ones will be given to some 
of the field matrons and teachers who, in 
addition to their government work, conduct 
religious services, sometimes in cottages and 
sometimes under trees. They will rejoice to 
have them for their public meetings. The 
smallest ones can be given to children who 
can read to use in their own homes, and the 
remainder will be given to some of the Chris- 
‘tian Indians who can read.”’ 

This lady is speaking of the Indians of 


Northern California, who were not warlike, 
and so were driven from their homes by the 
‘‘ Forty-niners’’ and later settlers. Progres- 
sive and relentless confiscation of their lands 
and homes has forced them to seek refuge in 
distant and barren localities often far from 
water, usually with an insufficient supply of 
food, and frequently in places where the winter 
climate is too severe for their enfeebled con- 
stitutions. Through the efforts of the Indian 
Association to which we have referred, Con- 
gress a year or two ago appropriated $100,000 
to buy land on which these destitute Indians 
can be settled, and the government has also 
established schools among them and employs 
field matrons to look after the home life of 
the Indians. The teachers and field matrons, 
in addition to the duties given them by the 
government, try to impress the Indians, when 
they have opportunity, with the Gospel. They 
establish Sunday schools and religious serv- 
ices, and appeals are frequently sent to the 
ladies of the Indian Association for Bibles and 
Sunday-school books. 

These friends of the Indians every year get 
up Christmas festivals, where parents as well 
as children hear the story of the Gospel and 
learn the-reason for keeping Christmas Day. 
The Association every year collects and sends 
to the different stations barrels of clothing, 
toys, Sunday-school leaflets, story books, 
pictures, candy, dried fruits, and a variety of 
other appropriate gifts. It is to these that 
the lady alludes in saying that the Scriptures 
came intime to go in the barrels.’’ The 


fact shown to the Indians by the gift is that

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white people really care for them, and this 
seems to open their hearts to the Gospel. 

Mention is made of the field matrons. The 
work which they do is of the same quality as 
that kindness to a stranger which marked the 
samaritan of the parable. They are good 
women, appointed and paid by the government 
to teach Indians how to live. One of these 
women has built up a large church and 
changed the whole face of the community. 
How did she do it? She taught the Indians 
to work in the garden and paid them for it. 
She taught the mothers to dress and feed their 
children, and the fathers to plant their fields 
and milk their cows. She felt like shouting 
for joy the first time an Indian woman, after 
watching her, went home and scrubbed the 
floor. She used a blackboard to teach the 
men the simple arithmetic needed in the 
measuring and selling of wood and hay, or to 
illustrate to them how their herds would in- 
crease if they did not eat up their calves as 
soon as born. For years before there was a 
church, and six days out of the seven after she 
had one, she devoted herself to prove to these 
people that the Gospel is something which 
they really need every day. The teacher in 
the school may save the children, but the 
field matron joins hands with parents and 
grandparents in saving the home. 

Allthis kindly and effective work has results, 
in which supporters of the American Bible 
Society will rejoice that they have a little 
share. 

A missionary from a Navajo reservation in 
New Mexico wrote to the lady already quoted: 
“Tam so glad you included some Bibles and 
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Testaments; no one ever thinks of sending 
any to the Indians here, and a few of the 
young people return each year from the reser- 
vation schools who can and do read the Bibles 
and frequently interpret them to their rela- 
tives.’? Our correspondent then continues: 
‘“The Indians are often very glad to hear of 
the love of God and of a home where they will 
not have the hard experiences of the present 
life. A boy, who recently died, in his last 
moments begged that his Sunday-school card 
might be buried with him so that he could 
show it ‘in Jesus Land.’ We know a family 
of Indians, father, mother, and seven children, 
who all attend religious services, and the 
mother especially spends much time in trying 
to lead her people to the Lord. 

‘‘Colporteurs to Indians and foreigners are 
much needed and there are many mining vil- 
lages where there are no churches or Sunday 
schools. A young man who went out from 
us towork among the Indians visited a village 
in Humboldt County and held a religious 
service for the Indians. A woman told him 
afterward that it was the first time in seven 
years that she had heard a sermon. I am very 
glad that the Bible Society is going to do 
more of this work in California.” 

The lawyer mentioned in the Gospel got 
his lesson in neighborliness from the inci- 
dent on the Jericho road. Others can get 
the same lesson quite as forcibly out of the 
works of the American Bible Society. In 
either case, the injunction, “Go thou and 
do likewise,’’ includes within its scope the 
support of the Society’s kindly undertakings 
in California. 


Notes and Comments 


EAHE first International Convention of the 
Young People’s Missionary Movement 
of the United States and Canada was held in 
Pittsburg, Pa., March 10th to 12th. This is a 
movement comparatively new. It is the or- 
ganized effort of the Home and Foreign 
Mission Boards and Societies of the United 
States and Canada to produce literature and 
train leaders in missionary education for the 
various denominations. The movement is 
managed by a board of thirty-nine members, 
twenty of them being secretaries of various 
mission boards and societies. 
‘Tt will be seen that we have here another 
specialized function of the organization of 
missions, and one which promises great re- 
sults. Indeed, it may be said that some of 
these results have already been attained, and 
of this the convention itself is proof. Since 


the movement was organized (in 1901), the | 
number of persons enrolled for mission study 
has risen in six years from 17,000 to 175,000, 
and the sale of mission literature appropriate 
for such study approaches 150,000 text-books 
for the past year, besides an output of maps, 
pictures, etc. Special conferences have been 
held at Silver Bay, N. Y., Sunday schools 
have been touched with the spirit of mission 
study, and, no doubt, there are other results 
hardly to be tabulated. 

The convention, under the effective presi- 
dency of Dr. John Willis Baer of California, 
and the skillful pilotage of Mr. C. C. Miche- 
ner, General Secretary of the movement, 
offered a well-prepared programme, which in- 
cluded addresses by well-known missionaries, 
fresh from their respective fields—such lead- 
ers as Bishop Warne of India, of the Metho- 
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dist Episcopal Church, Prof. O. E. Brown of 
Vanderbilt University, President McKenzie 
of Hartford Seminary, Mr. Robert E. Speer, 
and Mr. John R. Mott. 

A unique feature of the occasion were ad- 
dresses by a Korean, a Japanese, an Indian, 
and a Chinese Christian—the latter two espe- 
cially thrilling the assembly by the weight 
and eloquence of their utterances. Mr. Wang 
of China spoke with a mastery of English 
which was truly astonishing. Another unique 
feature was an exhibition of moving pictures 
illustrating the conditions under which mis- 
sionary work is done throughout the world— 
four miles of such pictures. Mr.S. Earl Taylor 
and Mr. Charles E. Vickrey were the exhibit- 
ors, Mr. Taylor having taken the pictures 
himself with great care-and pains. 

Altogether the convention set in striking 
light the fact that missions in general, and 
foreign missions in particular, are reaching 
toward a thorough development of method, 
which at the same time is steeped in the spirit 
of vital piety. 

The Secretaries of the Bible Society were 
glad to accept the invitation to attend this 
convention and find themselves in company 
with the representatives of a large number of 
other mission boards, who sat surrounded by 
upward of three thousand young people, 
deeply interested in missions. 

One thing was of especial interest to the 
friends of the Society. The Rev. Mr. Ger- 
dine, one of the missionaries of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church South in Korea, said 
in his address that at least one-fourth of the 
preaching places which their missionaries 
occupy in Korea were established before any 
missionary had ever been there, and that in 
every case they originated in the circulation 
of the Scriptures among the people by the 
representatives of the Bible societies. This 
_is a recent and striking illustration of what 
has taken place in many parts of the world, 
and shows the important and intimate rela- 
tion between the Bible societies and the mis- 
sionary societies in foreign lands as well as 
at home.

Mr. RIosEco reports that sales of the Bible 
in Havana itself have been small for the 
month. He thinks it is due largely to the fact 
that the people are spending their spare money 
on the amusements and gayeties connected 
with the carnival season, which is prolonged 
in Cuba into Lent. He notes the large num- 
ber of gambling devices in use. 

_ Our colporteur has been faithfully canvass- 
ing Havana, but thus far with only limited 
success. The Bible and the New Testament 
are evidently not popular books there, but a 
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good many people have bought the book of 
Proverbs, evidently not knowing that itis part 
of the Bible. 


Ercut mission churches: among foreign- 
speaking people have resulted from the work 
of Bible colporteurs in the Northwestern 
Agency of the American Bible Society during 
the last ten months. This phase of our work 
is attracting especial attention among the 
churches. 


Tue Superintendent of the Massachusetts 
Bible Society reports that they have sold 
10,000 Gospels of St. John in the last two 
months. 


Our latest letter from Shanghai informs us 
that the Fukuin Printing Company, of Yoko- 
hama, Japan, had suffered a fire. In their 
possession was the manuscript of Bishop 
Schereschewsky’s translation of the New 
Testament, and Dr. Hykes is much relieved 
to learn by cable that it is uninjured. 


Mr. CARRINGTON, of Siam, reports his 
sales for the past year, which are 5,726 copies 
in excess of last year’s circulation. He adds: 
““Many Chinese here are dying off and some 
Europeans have passed away. We do not 
know as yet what is before us. The last of 
February and March may be very trying. I 
am not expecting to leave on furlough before 
April.’? Our prayers should be offered for 
our faithful laborers who are toiling in the 
deadly malaria of this tropical country. 

An event of note, and one throwing much 
sadness on the foreign community at Bang- 
kok, was the recent death of the Hon. Ed- 
ward H. Strobel, the legal adviser of the 
Siamese government, especially in matters 
of international law. We doubt whether Mr. 
Strobel was as well known to Americans at 
home as he deserved to be. A professor of 
international law in Harvard University, he 


went to Bangkok in the service of the Sia-_ 


mese Government, and became a man of the 
greatest influence and power there. His 
death occurred after an illness of considera- 
able length, but suddenly at the last. His 
Majesty the King, with many of his princes 
and noblemen, were present at his burial. Mr. 
Carrington conducted the funeral servicés. 


AGAIN we present our usual table giving 
the receipts from the four sources tabulated 


-month by month. The totals for the eleven 


months, as will be seen, are less by $108,155.30 
in 1908 than in 1907. The gifts from the liv-

ing show a slight diminution from auxiliaries 
and individuals. The church collections are 
$2,018.05 less than for last year. But a sin- 
gle month remains before the completion of 
the fiscal year, in which we hope something 
may be done to make the total decrease some- 
what less.

Amonc the kindly expressions of good-will 
which we receive by every mail, the following 
has special interest because of its testimony 
to the value of Bible distribution: 

““The first Bible that I ever owned was 
given to me by an agent a few weeks after I 
had landed in this country from Germany. 
Five months later I was converted in Balti- 
more, Md. That Bible has done its share in 
leading me to become a Christian. During 
twenty-one years I have been a preacher, and 
have never failed to take a collection for the 
American Bible Society, though sometimes 
the amount received has been small. I will 
give help for this cause. Why should I not ?”’ 

Such instances of the part taken by the 
Bible in opening serious minds to an under- 
standing of God’s truth, are numerous in our 
records. Since they are testimony taken from 
real life of what the Bible can do, the burden 
of proof rests with every Christian to justify 
any withholding of aid from Bible distribu- 
tion.

A coop friend of ours in Ohio tells of her 
success in conducting a meeting of “ Bible 
Lovers”’ in the early part of February. Her 
success was great, and it is worth while to det 
other friends know how she did it. 

This lady says, by the way, that the collec- 
tion, which was of a considerable amount, may 
not seem tous avery large offering, ‘‘ but, for 
‘the ability of our school, it is so large that 
nothing but a wakening of real interest could 
have brought it out. Possibly the outline of 
our method might offer suggestions to some- 
one else, so I will give it briefly. 

“Two weeks before the chosen day copies 
of the Children’s Number of the RECORD were 
distributed to the teachers, and they were re- 
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quested to read and be ready to help bring 
the class to definite interest in the Bible So- 
ciety work. On the following Sunday the 
letter to ‘Bible Lovers,’ or, in some cases, a 
Bible Society leaflet, was given to everyone 
present, and a wide-awake statement made 
as to where and how the Society does its 
work, and what a dollar or less can do. 
Then the teachers distributed the collection 
envelopes and at the same time added their 
own word about the Bible Society. 

‘“On that same Sunday the pastor spoke of 
the matter in the church services, bespeaking 
the interest of parents and other friends. 
Throughout the session on the Sunday-school 
blackboard the rallying cry for Bible Day 
looked the children in the face: 


ON TIME 
WITH THE BIBLE 


EVERYONE rxasent} 
AND AN OFFERING. 


‘“‘Rebruary 2d was such a terrible morning 
that we were astonished to find 118 present 
who dared brave the storm. A fine morning 
would have found 170 present.”’ 

This ‘“‘ Bible Lovers’ ”’ exercise was so suc- 
cessful that we shall hope to have its pro- 
gramme printed before very long, so that 
others can use it. 

As to the general method of gaining the at- 
tention of all the children to an address, our 
friend says: ‘‘ Tell them, in dealing with Sun- 
day schools, to learn to tell stories; to be 
well prepared and really in earnest. Then 
aim at the boys from eight to twelve years 
old. When such boys sit still and listen, be 
sure that everyone else will do the same.”

THE attention of the world seems perma- 
nently turned to those regions of Central 
Asia until recently little known. A fund of 


$50,000 has recently been contributed, as we 


learn from an article in Harper's Weekly, for 
traveling expenses of an expedition to Central 
Asia and Tibet. The purpose of this expe- 
dition is a systematic investigation of the new 
tribes, their languages, manners and customs, 
arts and religions, and life. Dr. Berthold 
Laufer, formely lecturer at Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York, and now Assistant Curator 
of Asiatic Ethnology at the Marshall Field 
Museum, Chicago, will have charge of this 
undertaking, and will include the collection of 
ancient and modern Tibetan books to form 
a comprehensive Tibetan Library for the 
United States. - ' 
Dr. Laufer is a Tibetan as well as a Chi- 
nese scholar, and has previously traveled and 
carried on ethnological exploration in Siam, 
China, Siberia, and Amur. Such are the pos- 
sibilities of the modern world that the results 
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of this and similar explorations must be of 
the highest value to Asia and mankind in 
general. It need not be said that the pioneer 
explorers of Tibet are the missionaries, es- 
pecially the Moravian missionaries, and the 
humble Bible colporteurs who, without an- 
nouncement or earthly reward, have more 
than once pushed their way to the very bor- 
ders and even across the borders of the For- 
bidden Country. 

We shall look with interest for Dr. Laufer’s 
results. 

On the 29th and 30th of January, in the 
lecture room of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, the executive officers of some forty 
of the missionary societies of the United 
States and Canada, including the American 
Bible Society, assembled to talk over living 
questions of missionary theory and practice 
in the light of current experience. It was a 
meeting of great importance to all who work 
or think for the elevation of the race. ‘There 
was no gallery to be talked to for applause; 
no reporters took notes of what was said; no 
ice had to be broken before the deliberations 
could flow easily. Strong, level-headed, alert 
men, directing missionary campaigns in four 
continents, relying upon each other with entire 
unity of purpose, sat consulting two days in 
that hall; compared notes; exchanged ex-. 
periences, and came to agreements on meth- 
ods of advancing the one great enterprise. 
Annually, during fifteen years, this unique 
gathering, without attracting attention, has 
met for similar deliberations. The very fact 
of such gathering of officers of missionary 
societies is full of significance and promise.

THE Piqua, O., Dazly Call announces the 
death of Mrs. Jane Wood Jones in her eighty- 
first year, after a service of God and of Christ 
and his church which makes her decease a 
great loss indeed, not only to the community 
where she lived and died, but to a much wider 
circle. 

She was born in Amherst, N. H., in the 
house in which Horace Greeley was born, and 
when fifteen years of age came with her 
parents to Ohio, beginning very soon her 
service, first as a teacher in the Sunday school, 
where she continued for fifty years in Sunday 
school and church, and for twenty-six years 
as president of the Piqua Bible Society. In 
this connection she became a valued corre- 
spondent with the Secretaries in the Bible 
House, who knew that she could always be 
depended upon for faithful aid and prudent 
and sound judgment in carrying forward the 
_ distribution of the Scriptures and the support 
of the Society. 
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Mrs. Jones was one of that noble company 
of women in various parts of this country 
whose love of the Bible and support of the 
Society have been invaluable. The loss of 
one more of them is indeed a great loss.
